yet provided. The existing system of publie schools, 
founded on the will ofthe people, owes its present 
organization to an art of Assembly paseed on the Sd of 
March, 1818. By this ac, the city and county of Phi- 
ladtelphia form the First Schoot District of Pennsylvania, 
and the law which regulates its schools is separate ant 
distinct from the general school law. 

The general control and regulation of the schools of 
the achoul district is veate! in a higher board, composed 
of representatives from the Board of Directors of the 
several sections. The Controflers of the Public Schools 
are at preseat twenty-two in number, chosen by and from 
the Directors. 








Since the report of the last year, the Zane street 
schools have been organized and opened, and now con- 
tain 436 boys and 310 girls. 

Accommodations, furniture, and supplies have also

‘The total cost for the instruction (imehiding the pupils 
of the High School) of 27,808 scholars being $110,250, 
the average cost of each echolar is $3.97. The total 
annual expense of each wbolar, not computing the iunte- 
rest on investment in school houses and furniture, but 
taking im all other expenditures, bas been during the 
past year, $5 16. At the expiration of the first year 
after the passage of the law of 1818, but about 3,000 
children were in the schools, and now there are nearly 
28,000 under instruction. The system had to contend 
with preyudices, agaiunat the obi free school system, which 
made the unfortunate poor citizens a distinct class, sepe- 
rating them from thei tetlow citizens in ther means snd 
opportunities of education. Now the schouls are really 
public.
